Roms, or ParAL CHURCH, is the True Church, out of which, 
there is no Salvation , Or that the Pore, or Chief Biſhop of Rome, 
is Chriſts Vicar or Vicegerent on Earth. Or that He, or the See of Ro ME 
joincly or ſeverally, is Head of, or hath any Supremacy over the True 
CATHOLICK CHURCH in General, or my elf in Particular. . Or 
15 ſole or chief Judge in Spiritual Matters, or of the Senſe of the Holy 
Scriptures. Or that the PoP or his Prieſts have power to Pardon Sins, 
paſt, preſent, or to come. 


And I do believe, 'That at, or after the Prieſts pronouncing his words 


of Conſecration upon the Elements of Bxz av and Wine, commonly 
called the Sacrament of the Lords Supper, or Sacrament of the Altar , there 1s 


" not ny Tranſubitantiation, nor any part of the Subſtance of the Bread or 


Wine changed into Fleſh or Blood of CHxisT, And that the Sacrifice of 
theMass, and che Uſe of, Adoring and Bowing to Crucifixes, Piftures 


"and Images in Worſhip; As allo, that the Invocation and Adoration of 


the Virgin Mazy, or any other Saixt or Angel , and Prayers to and for 
the Dead, are Practices Erroneous, Superſtitions and Holatrous, and contrary 
to the Truth of the Holy Scriptures. I Believe there is no Mediator between 
Gop and Man, butCari1sT Jesus only the Lord of Life and Glory. 

And Ido further Believe, That neither the Pore, nor any other, 
by or under his Authority, hath any Power to Depole PriNCEs, or 
ro Abſolve their Subjects of their Allegiance on any account whatſoever. 
Or hath Power to Authorize, or give Leave to Me, or any other Subject 
of this Realm whatſoever, to PLo T or Conſpire the Hurt of theKinGs 
Perſon, His State, Government, or People. 

And I do Truly and Sincerely Profets and in good Conſcience De- 
clare, That T Believe Kina CHARLES thell. isthe Lawtful and 
Righttul KING of this Realm, and of all other-His Dominions and 
Countreys. And 1 do Promile to be True and Fairhful ro Him, and 
His Lawtful Succeſſors, And to live a Sober and Peaceable Life under 
His and Their Government, as becomes a True Chriſtian, and Proteſtant 
Subjeft. : | 

And Ido ſolemaly in the Preſence of Gop, Teſtihe and Declare, 
that 7 make this Declaration, and every part thereof, in the plain and 
Ordinary Senſe of the Words read unto Me, as they are commonly Un- 
derſtood by Engliſh Proteſtants, without any Evaſion, Equivocatien, or 
Mental Reſeryation whatſoever, ec. 
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
